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EARLY  SETTLEMENT. 

The  town  of  Hillsboroup^h  is  situated  in  the  north-west- 
ern corner  of  Hillsborough  county,  to  which  the  town  has 
the  distinction  of  giving  its  name.  The  original  grant  to 
Col.  Hill  was  for  a  section  "about  six  miles  square;"  the 
appearance  of  the  town  on  the  map,  however,  is  more  like  a 
diamond  with  a  northwest  acute  angle  forced  into  the  town 
of  Washington,  in  Sullivan  County.  Hillsborough  is  bounded 
on  the  north  by  Washington  and  Bradford,  on  the  east  by 
Henniker,  on  the  south  by  Deering  and  Antrim,  and  on  the 
west  by  Windsor  and  Washington.  The  town  is  in  latitude 
43°  5'  north,  and  longitude  5°  5'  east.  The  surface  of  the 
town  is  greatly  diversified  by  hills  and  valleys;  the  soil  is 
strong  and  generally  productive,  but  it  is  complained  of  lor 
its  rocks  which  render  it  generally  hard  to  eultivate. 

The  first  settlement  made  in  Hillsborough,  in  1741,  was 
one  hundred  and  eighteen  years  after  the  first  made  in  the 
colony, in  Dover,  under  the  lead  of  Gorges  and  Mason.  The 
proprietors  of  this  company  sent  out  two  small  colonies, 
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uinlrr  the  (li.irttr  granted  hy  James  let  of  Enpland.  Thoir 
fhartfr,  Hinbnicin;:  N»'w  HaiiijiHliire,  included  the  territory 
lyii)^- l)i'tw«'<Mi  the  sea  and  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  the  riverfl 
Koimehec  and  Merritnack.  Mawsachuspt ts  colony  set  up  a 
claini  to  Nfw  1  lainjiHliire,  in  j)ait,  to  ail  north  of  the  Merri- 
mack, and  for  many  yearn  the  colonicH  weic  united  under 
one  j^overnrnent.  A  final  sej)aration  was  effected  in  1741, 
thcHJinie  year  the  first  settlement  was  begun  in  HilJHboroutjjh. 
Previous  to  this  year  the  place  was  the  unrestricted  and 
favorite  resort  of  the  Indians,  probalily  tlic  Pennicook  tribe 
which  is  thought  to  have  roamed  the  entire  valley  of  the 
Contoocook.  Numerous  implements  of  their  manufacture 
have  been  unearthed  in  the  town;  and  it  ap|>ears  that  where 
the  village  of  Hillsborough  Bridge  is  now  located  was  to 
them  a  common  resort. 

The  township  of  Hillsborough,  then  called  "Number  7" 
in  the  line  of  towns  from  the  Merrimack  to  the  Connecticut 
River,  was  granted  by  Massachusetts,  Jan.  IG,  1735-'6. 
The  same  territoi-y  was  later — Jan.  liO.  ]74(S-'l) — granted  by 
the  Masonian  Proprietors  to  John  Hill  antl  others,  and  was 
])ermanently  settled  under  the  latter  grant. 

The  principal  nn-n  among  the  first  gi'ouj*  of  settlers  were 
Samuel  Oibson,  James  Lyon,  Robert  McClure,  and  James 
McColley.  l^adi  of  these  men  ei-ecte<l  hj.s  lo^-  i-abin  in  the 
hitherto  uidiroken  wilderness,  and  began  the  preparation  of 
the  soil  for  tiieii- first  crop  of  grain  and  Indian  corn.  They 
soon  began  t  he  const  ruction  of  a  meet  ing  house,  })resumably 
of  hew  II  lo;;s,  tor  t  lieie  w  as  no  saw  mill  nearer  than  New  Bos- 
ton.    This  meeting  house  was  furnished  with  glass  windows 
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and  a  bell,  which  seem  to  have  been  the  only  luxuries 
indulged  in  by  these  hardy,  but  devoted  pioneers. 

James  McColley,  of  Scotch-Irish  descent  erected  his  log 
cabin  within  the  limits  of  the  present  Bridge  Village,  and 
within  this  rude  structure  was  born,  Jan.  18,  1742,  the  first 
child  born  of  white  parents  within  the  limits  of  Hillsborough. 
This  child  was  John  McColley,  who  afterward  won  distinc- 
tion as  a  soldier  in  the  French  and  Indian  war,  and  later  in 
the  American  Revolution.  A  daughter  (Elizabeth)  was  born 
to  Samuel  Gibson,  who  had  located  on  the  farm  now  occu- 
pied by  Harry  Burbank,  on  the  road  from  the  Bridge  to  the 
Center,  May  19,  1742.  Twenty-five  years  later,  these  two 
were  married  in  Litchfield,  received  a  present  of  a  farm  from 
Colonel  Hill,  the  proprietor,  and  removed  to  Hillsborough, 
where  thej'  made  their  home. 

In  the  same  year  that  McColley  came,  (1741),  and  per- 
haps at  the  same  time,  came  Francis  Graham — a  name  after- 
wards changed  to  Grimes  as  the  name  Graham  itself  has  been 
changed  from  the  old  Scotch  Graeme — Francis  Graham  was 
the  grandfather  of  John  Grimes,  the  grandfather  of  the  pres- 
ent Colonel  James  F.  Grimes.  It  is  believed  the  third  white 
child  born  in  this  town  was  Ann  Graham,  born  in  1743. 

A  few  others  may  have  also  located  here  during  the  first 
settlement,  from  1741  to  1746,  but  the  company  was  very 
small  and  the  narrow  clearings  they  made  in  the  nobleforest 
were  scarcely  noticeable  on  the  hillsides. 

But  soon  a  new  alarm  was  rung  within  their  hearing.  At 
first  the  Indians  had  been  found  generally  friendly,  but  in 
1744  news  came  that  war  had  been  declared  between  France 
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and  (in-at  Britain.  Tin*  rt-siilt  in  America  was  "the  Cape 
Bretun  War,' whirii  wa^'fd  with  i^reat  severity.  Theliidians 
were  eidintrd  on  the  side  of  the  French  and  hecanie  a  con- 
Htunt  terror  to  the  Hcattenn«r  net  thiiu-ntH.  An  attack  was 
made  on  t  lit- ncttlement  of  Hofjkintoii.  when-  cijiht  pioneers 
were  taken  [)ris<)ntTs.  Indians  were  scm  liiikinL''  near  the 
(alls  at  the  Hi^ht  of  the  liridj-e  villajre  in  this  town,  and  the 
few  settlers  decided  it  was  time  to  leave.  The  entire  settle- 
ment was  then  abandoned,  and  no  permanent  settlement 
was  made  until  after  the  close  of  the  French  and  Indian  War 
of  17r,4  to  17G3. 

The  Indians  were  slow  to  learn  peace,  but  in  17<J3  peace 
became  established  and  Colonel  Hill  made  preparations  lor 
the  re-settlement  of  number  7.  lie  employed  Daniel 
Campbell,  of  Andierst,to  run  out  anew  the  lines  of  the  town, 
and  divide  it  into  100-acre  lots.  Soon  settlers  who  had 
come  prepared  to  stay  bejran  to  pour  in.  The  following:  is 
the  list  ol  those  who  were  known  to  be  therein  17G7.  One 
family  came  in  17<)L|,  beforetlir  war  dosed.  The  rest  came, 
a  few  at  a  time,  and  were  tlie.se,  viz.:  John  McColley,  Capt. 
Hamuel  Bradford.  Lient.  Samuel  Bradfoi'd.  Jonathan 
Durant,  Jonathan  l^isty,  Timothy  Wilkins,  John  (iihson. 
Samuel  (Jibson,  Wm.  Williams.  B.eiij.  Lovejoy,  Wm.  I'ope, 
Jonathan  Sai'^ent.  Moses  Stcl.  Is.iae  I'.alduin.  Wm.  Ta;:- 
^art  and  Isaac  .\ndrews.  Of  these,  it  will  lie  rememberetl. 
John  McColley  was  the  lirst  child  born  in  town.  The  two 
(Jibsons  were  brothers  of  .Mrs  .McCollev.  The  tirst  settlers 
who  left  diirinj;- the  Cajie  I'reton  War  never  ret  urned  here  to 
reside. 
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These  settlements  were  made  at  the  Center,  atthe  Bridge 
and  near  the  meeting  house  which  had  been  located  between 
these  two  places.  All  danger  from  the  hostile  savages  was 
not  past,  but  all  able  bodied  men  belonged  to  the  organized 
militia  and  leaned  upon  their  own  powers  and  strength  for 
the  protection  and  safety  of  their  homes.  These  gradually 
increased  in  numbers,  while  the  earlier  cabins  were  replaced 
by  large  and  stately  mansions,  many  of  which  have  with- 
stood the  varied  seasons  of  a  hundred  years.  Suitable  mon- 
uments are  they  to  the  hardihood  and  vigor,  and  the 
strength  of  character  of  the  men  who  fearlessly  faced  the 
dangers  of  pioneer  life,  that  they  might  make  for  themselves 
suitable  homes,  and  leave  to  their  posterity'  a  valuable  heri- 
taoe. 


INCORPORATION  OF  HILLSBOROUGH. 

The  town  of  Hillsborough  was  incorporated  under  a 
charter  bearing  date  of  Nov.  14, 1772,  This  charter,  issued 
in  the  name  of  His  Majesty,  King  George  III,  was  obtained 
through  the  agenc}'  of  Isaac  Andrews,  Esq,  By  this  charter 
all  the  white  pine  trees  were  reserved  for  supplying  masts  for 
the  King's  navy.  This  township,  whose  original  bounds 
have  remained  unchanged,  was  originally  knowm  as  "Num-

litT  7",  iiiiii  was  irilpiided  to  hf  six  inik'K  Hquare.  It  isBtated 
that  Col.  Iliil  paid  a  liluTal  KUin  to  Governor  Wentworthfor 
Hi<rniii;^  hiH  name  to  the  charter,  and  it  is  for  this  man  the 
town  received  its  name.

MILITARY  MATTERS 

The  second  settlement  of  Hillsborou^xh  had  scarcely 
got  under  way  when  the  great  American  Revolution  broke 
out,  Itiit  iliis  town  was  ready  for  tlie  struggle  for  independ- 
ence. The  news  of  the  battles  of  Concord  and  Lexington, 
and  the  call  "to  arms"  were  (jnickly  and  effectively  re- 
sponded to  by  the  citizens  of  Hillsborough.  The  following 
is  a  list  of

Baldwin  was  the  first  to  enlist  from  the  town,  and  the  first 
to  die— killed  while  fighting  at  Bunker  Hill  at  the  head  of 
hie  men.  He  was  a  veteran  of  the  French  and  Indian  War, 
having  fought  under  Stark.  Lieut.  Ammi  Andrews  served 
through  the  whole  war,  and  shared  in  Arnold's  expedition 
against  Quebec  in  1775.  For  a  sketch  of  Benjamin  Pierce's 
record  see   personal  sketch  in  another  chapter. 

WAR   OF   1812. 

Hillsborough  has  had  representatives  in  every  consid- 
erable war  in  the  history  ol  the  United  States,  and  has  fur- 
nished not  only  men  but  leaders.  The  McNeils— four  genera- 
tions of  military  men — have  won  honor  to  the  town.  John 
McNeil  was  in  the  Louisburg  expedition  of  1744-45,  and  in 
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the  Ca})0  Hrdon  War.  His  son  Daiiiol  wan  acridentHlly 
(Irf)uinMi  in  tlic  Contoocook  at  Hillsl^oroiiLih  I'rifi^n'.  His 
j^randson,  .Inliri.  waw  a  captain  in  tlie  Kevolutionary  War. 
This  inan'H  two  sonn,  Solomon  and  John,  both  hocainc  ^^'n- 
eralH.  .lolm  rcccivcii  many  promotions  during  tlie  War  of 
1812  for  valor,  lir  married  a  daii«rhter  ol  Gov.  Pierce, 
Bister  of  th«?  ex-president.  Of  thin  mai  ria<ie  were  a  son  and 
daughter.  The  son,  John  W.  S.  McN^'il  was  a  lientenant  in 
the  re^iular  army,  havin«r  been  educated  at  West  Point.  He 
fell  while  leadino- an  attack  against  the  Indians  in  Florida, 
Sept.  10,  1837,  at  the  age  of  twenty-seven.  George  Das- 
comb  and  Daniel  Templeton  were  also  engaged  in  this  war.

Hillsboiougli  was  ably  represented  in  the  Mexican  War 
by  her  honorable  son,  Franklin  Picrcr,  who  enlisted  as  a 
privati!  but  soon  rose  to  the  rank  of  a  brigadier-general. 
Here  he  established  his  brilliant  military  record,  towhiih 
every  citizen  of  Hillsborough  points  with  ]»ridt'. 

WAIJ   OF   THi;   RERKMJO.N. 

Hillsborough  furnished  lier  full  (piota  of  soldiers  in  the 
Civil  War.    James  F,  Grimes  received   a  captains  commis- 
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sion  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  and  opened  a  recruiting 
office  at  the  Bridge  village.  Many  enlistments  were  secured, 
the  young  men  of  this  and  surrounding  towns  responded 
nobly  to  the  call  to  defend  their  country's  integrity.  At  least 
forty-five  of  the  noble  men  tlms  engaged  either  fell  on  the 
battlefield  or  died  from  wounds  received  in  action.  195  men 
were  furnished  by  the  town,  many  of  whom  were  led  by 
James  F.  Grimes,  who  by  meritorious  conduct  rose  to  the 
rank  of  colonel. 

In  the  spring  of  1877  great  pains  were  taken  to  find  the 
graves  of  all  deceased  soldiers  who  had  been  buried  in  cem- 
eteries in  use  by  the  town,  one  of  which  was  just  over  the  line 
into  Deering.  Following  is  a  list  of  the  Civil  War  soldiers' 
graves  then  located.  These  with  the  veterans  of  other  wars 
were  decorated  with  flags  and  wreaths  of  flowers,  which 
custom  has  continued  through  the  succeeding  years.  Grad- 
ually the  list  of  departed  heroes  is  increased,  while  the  ranks 
of  the  G.  A.  R.  are  thinned  by  the  unceasing  ravages  of  time. 
Let  us  of  the  present  generation  not  forget  the  debt  of 
gratitude  we  owe  these  men  who  so  nobly  fought  for  the 
Union  of  our  country  and  the  liberty  of  an  enslaved  race.

For  this  deed  of  valor,  which  was  perf(jrmed  just  one 
year  from  the  eidistment  of  Mr.  West  in  the  Navy,  he  re- 
ceived a  medal.  <2,iven  by  vote  of  the  V.  S.  Conjrress,  "for 
heroism  and  ;iallaiit  i-y  when  under  lire."  He  was  also  en- 
pjaged  at  Cuant  aiiinio  and  at  Manzainllo,  and  before  the 
close  of  the  war  received  a  sect>n(l  medal  foi-  deeds  of  valor.

L'l .  iNSl.to 
"Senator  (Iiiiiies  Post,"  in  honor  ot  Senatoi-  (Iiinies,  of 
Iowa,  will)  was  a  native  of  this  town.  The  names  of  112 
different  veteians  haxc  stooil  on  the  mnstei-  rolls  of  this 
oreani/.at  ion  tint  the  present  nundier  is  only  LT),  nian\'  of 
Hie  ot  hers  ha\  ing  gone  to  their  leward. 
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A  Woman's  Relief  Corps  was  organized  Oct.  5,  1894, 
under  the  name  of  "Senator  Grimes  Relief  Corps,  No.  80." 
Its  membership  at  the  present  time  numbers  about  70. 
There  is  also  a  Camp  of  Sons  of  Veterans. 


INDUSTRIES  OF  HILLSBOROUGH 

Previous  to  1860  the  chief  occupation  of  the  citizens  of 
Hillsborough  was  the  cultivation  of  their  farms,  or  the  man- 
ufacture of  lumber.  The  farms  in  this  section  were  found 
very  productive,  but  hard  to  work;  however,  when  properly 
cultivated,  the  crops  of  hay,  grain  and  corn,  which  were  reapt 
from  her  fertile  acres  showed  that  Hillsborouoh  could  pro- 
duce as  good  yi^'ld  to  the  acre  as  the  Central  West,  but  could 
not  successfully  compete  since  the  rocky  soil  would  not  gen- 
erally admit  of  the  use  of  machinery. 

These  earliest  farms  were  chosen  on  the  hills,  or  hill-sides 
which  offered  particular  advantages  to  the  first  comers. 
Gradually  these  farms  have  become  deserted  or  converted 
into  pasture  lands  for  the  large  herds  of  the  valley  farms  of 
a  later  period.  Much  attention  has  been  a'iven  to  dairying, 
theproduct beingeitherhome-madebutter, orthe  milksold to 
creameries,  one  of  which  was  at  one  time  located  in  this  town, 
but  at  the  present  time  much  milk  is  shipped  to  Boston. 

Many  saw-mills  have  been  operated  on  the  streams  wher- 
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ever  Kufficieiit  watfr  f)()\vor  rould  he  oljtaiiHfl.  These  con- 
verted tlip  exteii.siveforostH  ol  hard  wood  and ever^reeriM into 
the  hnnl)«'r  neceHHai'V  for  the  coiintruction  of  the  many 
roomy  farmhonPOB,  or  later  eont;  ihnted  to  laiild  nj)  the 
Bridge  villa<re.  Much  has  also  hfcn  shi|>i>ed  to  other  mar- 
kets. Tlie  ohl  water-wheel  mill  has  now  been  sii|)planted  by 
the  portable  mill,  many  of  which  are  now  in  operation  in 
this  town.  Although  a  commendable  bubinens  enterpri^e,  it 
is  a  lamentable  fact,  that  these  machines  are  desolating  the 
beaut  iful  wooded  hills  wliicli  a<ld  such  beaut_\  t o  t  he  brcjken 
laudsca  j)e. 

THE    CONTOOCOOK    MILLS 

Half  a  cjMitury  ago  the  old  cotton-hictory  of  the  Marcys 
had  |)assed  into  other  hands,  and  about  that  time  .I(din  B. 
Smith  bou<i:ht  and  took  possession  and  set  n]>  the  business 
of  hosieiy-knittinji;.  The  old  saw  mill  standin^:  near  the 
south  end  of  the  bridge,  which  had  sawn  boards,  lumber  and 
hail  turned  out  shoe-pegs  b\' the  cart-loa<l  ]>assed  into  liis 
(Smith's)  hands,  and  was  transfoinied  into  a  large  and  con- 
venient factory.  For  a  time  Geo.  D.  Keaseler  run  the  south 
mill — the  old  cotton-factory — and  J.  H.  Smith  the  newly 
modeled  one  near  the  bridge.  At  length  the  north  tactory 
caiac  into  his  hands,  and  for  several  years  he  operated  both 
mills  to  the  besl  advantage  and  amassed  a  fortune.  The 
ContoocooU  .Mills  ("ompany  was  formed  by  .Mr.  Smith  and 
others  under  which  name  the  business  has  since  been  carried 
on.  The  luills  have  been  completely  r«'novated  and  greatly 
enlarged  since   Ibbu.    Twelve  sets  of  machinery   are  now 
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operated  for  the  raaDufacturicg;  of  undeawear,  20,000  doz. 
pieces  beino;  an  averao:e  annual  product  together  with  180,- 
000  doz.  half-hose.  Employment  is  given  to  225  hands,  who 
are  regularly  paid  |10,000  per  month  in  wages.  This  sum 
is  circulated  generally  throughout  local  business  houses  and 
and  plays  a  most  important  part  in  supporting  local  busi- 
ness enterprise.  J.  B.  Smith  is  president  of  the  company,  G. 
E.  Gould,  treasurer,  and  C.  A.  Jones  superintendent  of  the 
mills. 

HILLSBOROUGH    WOOLEN    MILL    (THE    NEW    MILL) 

The  project  of  "the  new  mill,"  so-called,  was  started  by 
local  business  men,  who  bought  shares  and  erected  the  build- 
ing, or  began  its  erection,  but  the  amount  received  did  not 
complete  it.  Bonds  were  then  issued  and  more  money  raised 
on  these.  The  mill  was  then  completed,  but  remained  unoc- 
cupied for  some  time.  It  was  erected  for  no  especial  business, 
but  to  sell  or  rent  to  some  manufacturer  who  should  add  a 
live  industry  to  the  village.  At  length  "the  new  mill"  was 
sold  and  put  to  use.  This  was  about  1877.  New  life  seemed 
to  possess  the  place  at  once,  many  new-comers  sought  homes 
here  and  new  streets  were  laid  out  upon  which  houses  were 
erected.  Prices  of  land  advanced,  and  business  of  all  kinds 
improved.  Rufus  F.  Frost  &  Co.  opened  the  mill  under  the 
name  of  the  Hillsborough  Woolen  Mills. 

These  mills  are  situated  on  an  excellent  water  power, 
which  is  not  fully  utilized.  Ex-Gov.  John  B.Smith,  is  alarge 
owner,  and  has  been  one  of  the  principal  promoters  of  the 
interests  of  this  important  industry  for  a  long  period  of 
years. 
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CHURCH  AFFAIRS.

Tlit'tirsl  matter  atteiidcd  t(j  liy  the  early  nettlerw  in  174-1 
vvflH  the  construction  of  their  rude  hounen,  the  very  next,  tbe 
nicctiii^-  house,  and  soon  iifter,  a  parsonage.  All  these  were 
erected  of  loga,  probably  hewn  by  hand,  for  it  is  thought  the 
firHtsettlorsdid  not  construft  n  sa u-niill.  The  tneetiiifr  house 
was  erected  on  tln'  site  of  11.  (Jlaiks  l)iiildiri;;-8  about  half- 
way between  the  bridge  and  center  village.  The  house  was 
want  only  IhiiiumI. 

After  the  resettlement  for  twelve  years  public  worship 
was  held  in  warm  weather  in  groves  or  in  barns,  in  the 
coldest  weather  in  private  dwellin<is.  Colonel  Hill,  the  sole 
pfo[)rit'tHr,  gave  the  town  ten  anrs  of  land  now  oecupied  at 
the  ('enter  by  the  church  and  (•••[iiftery  and  village  coninion. 
OtherlotK  were  reserved  for  the  tiist  settled  minister.  In  the 
autumn  of  1772,  .\Ir.  Jonathan  liaraes  was  called  to  settle 
as  pastor,  and  was  accoi-diiigly  (tidainrd  and  installed  in 
November,  that  y^nir,  the  services  taking  place  on  Bible 
Hill. 

l>ibli'  Hill  is  a  well  known  locality  in  town  antl  is  said  to 
have  been  thus  named  because  the  oidy  Bibles  in  town  were 
owned  thtM'f  lt\-  Di-arons  Is.iac  .Vndrrw.s  and  Joseph  Symonds. 
This  locality  early  liid  fair  to  be  the  leadin;^  place  in  town, 
out  ranking  t  he  Bridgeeven.  tbron  it  was  built  t  he  first  tavern 
in  town,  built  in  17<)():  the  first  town-meeting  was  held  there 
in  1772;  the  first  oidination  the  same  yea  i- ;  an^l  there  lived 
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the  first  captain  and  the  first  lieutenant  of  the  earliest  mili- 
tary company  formed  in  town,  1779. 

The  second  meeting-  house  was  built  by  the  town,  as  had 
been  the  first  which  had  been  burned.  At  the  end  of  thirteen 
years  this  house  was  found  too  small  to  accommodate  thein- 
creased  congregation.  It  w^as  then  removed  several  rods 
and  converted  into  a  school-house.  A  new  and  larger  build- 
ing was  then  erected  on  the  old  site.  This  was  a  large  two 
story  structure  with  porches  on  three  sides. 

The  church  society  had  been  organized  Oct.  12,  1769, 
which  doubtless  was  the  fiist  religious  organization  in  town. 
Rev.  Mr.  Barnes  remained  pastor  for  thirty-oneyears resign- 
ing Oct.  19,  1803,  having  become  incapacitated  by  a  stroke 
ot  lightning.  He  lived  but  two  years  after.  He  was  the 
father  often  children  and  was  survived  by  bis  widow  thirty- 
three  years.  Today  his  descendants  are  among  the  esteemed 
citizens  of  Hillsborough.  Other  pastors  and  preachers  fol- 
lowed until  1821  when  Rev.  John  Lawton  was  installed, 
remaining  about  thirteen  years,  during  which  time  a  wide 
spread  revival  passed  over  the  state,  greatly  strengthening 
the  church  of  which  we  vvrite.  Rev.  Seth  Farnsworth  was  the 
next  pastor,  being  installed  Nov.  23,  1836.  On  the  same 
day  the  church  just  erected  at  the  Bridge  was  dedicated, and 
the  pastor  became  a  resident  of  that  village,  but  filled  both 
pulpits,  the  old  and  the  new.  He  inspired  the  people  with 
love  and  confidence  but  after  only  four  months  wasremoved 
by  death. 

Rev.  Samuel  G.  Tenney  was  the  next  pastor.  In  the 
spring  of  1839   the   Hillsborough    Bridge   Congregational 
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("Imnli  was  lonnall  vori^MtiizHd  ami  Mr.  Teniif-y  was  retained 
at  tln'  I'rid^i*'.  lie  was  Hucceecjcd  \>y  lU'V.  Jacob  Cumniings 
\vli()s«' scrvicGB  covered  the  jhtIoiI  from  ixi'i  to  1  .S57  ;  Rev. 
Ilanv  Hrickett,  IHoT-lSGG;  I(«'V.  Sti'jilicn  Morrill,  came  in 
lS(jr>.  Daring  liis  ministry  the  church  was  reaioved  from  its 
location  ia  the  field  to  its  present  location  oa  Maia  Street. 
Succeeding  pastors  here  have  been  Revs.  Ilenrv  15.  lader- 
wood,  John  Bra«;don,  Rev.  Harry  Brickett,  a  second  time, 
(to  the  historical  sketch  of  Hillsborough  written  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Brickett  we  are  indebted  for  much  of  the  early  history 
coatained  in  this  account.)  A.  J.  (^nick,  Ro«lney  J.Mooney, 
I).  \V.  (Joodale,  V.  \V  I'.urrows,  and  Charhs  L.  Storrs  Jr. 
Rcv.  .Mr.  Storrs  came  ia  lUUl,  remaiaiajz"  until  Autrust  11>04. 

The  church  was  without  a  settled  pastor,  uatil  Rev. 
Christopher  R.  Hamlin  was  recently  settled. 

Two  excellent  memorial  windows  were  put  in  the  church 
recently,  one  by  F.  B.  Datton  in  aieaiory  of  the  Dutton  fam- 
ily, the  other  by  Henry  Duttoa  ia  au-aiory  of  the  Hatch  laai- 
ily.  The  present  membership  of  this  society  is  about  lUU 
resident,  and  40  non-resident  menibers. 

We  will  now  <j,-o  back  to  the  oiiuinal  church  at  Hills- 
borough ('eater  which  we  left  destitiitc  nf  a  j)astor  in  l.S3t). 
Thefollowiug  y»'ar  Rev.  (ieo.  \V.  ,\ilaiiis  was  installed  pastor 
of  the  society,  reai;iiaiai»:  until  ISJI.  l\»llowiag  hiia  were 
several  pastoi's  who  reaiained  a  loni:cr  or  shorter-  period,  aral 
w  ilh  vai'ving  sacccss.  ap  to  1S.")'.>.  I'^ora  period  of  twovears 
following  this  date  mcthodi.>^t  preacher-s  wei-e  eiaj)loyed.  and 
a  revival  enjoyed  under  Rev.  .Mr.  Hatfield.  This  ultimately 
resulted  in  the    building   of   the  Methodist   Chapel.    Some 
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bitter  feeling  was  manifested,  but  under  Rev.  John  Adams, 
who  took  charge  of  the  Congregational  Society  Jan.  1, 1861, 
remaining  until  his  death  May  18,  1879,  the  church  again 
became  well  established.  Succeeding  Rev.  Mr.  Adams,  licen- 
tiates from  Theological  Seminaries,  or  the  pastors  of  the 
Bridge  Church,  filled  the  puli)it  for  several  years.  Rev.  R.  J. 
Mooney  was  settled  as  pastor  in  1884,  remaining  until  1887, 
when  he  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Paul  E  Bourne.  He  was  in 
turn  succeeded,  in  1894  by  Rev.  Samuel  Eaton.  The  present 
pastor,  Rev.  Wm.  France,  followed  Rev.  Mr.  Eaton  in  1898. 
The  third  meeting  house  erected  was  burned  June  19, 
1892,  and  the  present  edifice  erected  during  the  fall  and 
spring  succeeding.  It  was  dedicated  Aug.  15,  1893.  Ten 
years  later  $300  was  laid  out  in  repairs  and  improvements 
onthechurch.  The  parsonage  was  repaired  in  1898,  costing 
|200.  The  noble  record  of  this  pioneer  religious  institution 
in  Hillsborough  is  one  to  do  credit  to  the  devoted  men  and 
women  who  aided  in  laying  its  foundations,  and  to  the  long 
list  of  its  faithful  adherents  who  have  lormed  its  pillars 
throughout  the  succeeding  generations. 

BAPTIST  CHURCH  AND  SOCIETY. 

A  Baptist  society  was  formed  in  town  very  early  in  the 
century,  and  a  meeting-house,  located  between  the  Upper 
and  Lower  Villages,  was  erected  in  May,  1813.  The  first 
society  was  composed  of  sixteen  members.  Many  different 
pastors  were  here  employed  for  a  long  period  of  years  but 
no  services  have  been  sustained  for  a  long  time,  and  the  old 
landmark  is  now  falling  in  decay.    In  1837  an  Independent 
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Ba{)tiHt  Clmrcli  was  or^iiiiizcd.  and  licv.  Jcjliu  Atwood,  who 
came  to  tlu' cliiircli  t  lie  same  yeur.  heconie  pastor  of  theln-

Thf  dorl  lines  of  Met  liodisrii  wfv^'  first  prcaclK  (1  at  the 
Brid^:e  by  Daniel  Lee  aud  Eleazcr  Jordan,  and  tin-  first  y)er- 
tnanf'nt  ()r<^anization  j)f  the  church  was  effected  ahout  1837. 
Between  1837  and  1839  the  cliurch  edifice  was  built  on  the 
coruer  of  what  are  now  known  as  School  and  Pleasant 
streets,  Lewis  Ilowaid  lieiri;^-  jxistoi-.  '1  he  l.uihiine"  com- 
mittee was  composed  of  Thomas  Howlett,  Levi  (joodell  and 
Jas.  Currier.  The  members  at  this  time  were  Levi  Ooodell 
and  wile,  Oliver  ('olby  and  wife,  Martha  (iraves,  Adelaiue 
and  Marv  (^raine,  Barow  Howe,  Mrs.  Albert  Richardson, 
Alii-ail  Ke\es,  Mis.  (lilbert,  and  \\\u  Wilder  ^irls.  in  18G1 
the  eliiirch  was  removed  to  its  |)resent  site  on  the  village 
square,  Daniel  Wvman  and  J.  II.  T.  Newell  acting-  as  com- 
mittee. Later,  in  1890,  the  edifice  was  extensively  remod- 
eled, .losepii  Manuel  bein;:"  j)ast()r.

The  membershi])  now  numbers  1  3(>.  There  is  no  incum- 
brance of  debt,  and  tlieelniich  is  generally  j>rosperous,  with 
a  bright  future  before  it.

Tills  chureii  was  ort::anized  b\  William   1'.  Hat  field,  and 
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the  present  buildino- erected  in  1861.  Previously  students 
from  Concord  Biblical  Institute  had  held  Sunday  services 
regularlj^  and  from  this  work  there  resulted  scores  of  con- 
versions. In  recent  years  the  church  has  suffered  losses  from 
deaths  and  removals  until  now  the  membership  is  only  24. 
Amont^  the  pastors  who  served  this  church  were  Anioe  Kid- 
der and  J.  A.  Bowler.  Among;  the  first  members  were  Ben- 
jamin H.  Gay,  Ann  B.  Gay,  William  E.  Gay,  Mary  J.  Gay, 
E.  J.  Dunbar,  Mrs.  A,  Dunbar,  Mary  A.  Danforth,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Levi  Emery,  James  Jones,  Sarah  Kimball,  Alden  New- 
man, Nancy  Newman,  Nicholas  Robbinn,  Lydia  C.  Bobbins, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jonathan  Ray,  Albert  and  Alfred  Shedd,  Lewis 
Vickery,  and  John  Cram. 

CATHOLIC   CHURCH. 

The  Catholics  in  Hillisborough  for  many  years  were  at- 
tended by  the  pastors  of  neighboringparishes  who  visited  the 
town  as  one  of  their  missions.  Rev.  Edmund  E.  Buckle,  now 
of  Nashua,  celebrated  the  first  mass  said  in  town  in  Patrick 
Sullivan's  house  in  1881.  For  a  time  he  came  from  l*eter- 
boro  on  a  week  day  about  once  in  every  three  months,  hold- 
ing service  in  Odd  Fellows' Hall.  Rev.  P.  L.  McEvoy  and 
Rev.  E.  J.  Furlong  of  East  Jaffre}'  said  mass  once  a  month. 
Oct.  7,  1892,  Rev.  David  W.  Fitzgerald  was  appointed  the 
first  resident  pastor.  Under  his  administration  St.  Mary's 
Church  and  parochal  residence  were  built  and  St.  Patrick's 
Church  in  Bennington.  In  Hillsborough  there  are  about 
forty  Catholic  families  and  a  Catholic  population  of  250. 
Bennington,  Antrim,  Greenfield,  Hancock,  Henniker  and 
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Francestowii  arc  attcndcMj  from  ilillsborong-li,  the  entire 
riitholic  popiihil  ion  being  11)0  fainilieH,  about  1,UUU  people. 
The  prt'st'iir  j»ast()i-  is  Ilev.  Joseph  Corcoran. 


EDUCATIONAL  ITEMS 

HillHborough,  from  the  commencement  of  its  f)ermanent 
settlement,  has  paid  commendable  attention  to  the  educa- 
tion of  its  children.  The  earl v schools  weie  w id el.y scattered, 
but  were  lar«^ely  attended.  Some  schools  then  contained 
sixty  pupils,  where  now  there  are  less  than  one-fourth  that 
number.  Gradually  the  Brido:e  district  has  increased,  while 
the  rural  districts  have  diminished,  or  have  become  absorbed 
in  more  prosperous  adj(Mniiig  districts. 

The  rural  schools  of  today,  although  not  attended  by  a 
hirjre  number  of  j)U[)ils,  arc  doii)<j,-  excellent  work,  and  offer 
{]jood  advanta;::(»s  U)v  layinc-  the  foundation  for  an  advanced 
education  in  the  villatie  hi«ih  school  and  our  numerous  col- 
lej^^es.  It  need  not  be  said  that  anyone,  dcternnned  to  obtain 
an  education,  need  remain  i<i,Miorant,  so  k)n^-  as  that  one 
possesses  health  and  brains.

About  I  he  year  1S2(), there  was  a  wide-spread  fever,  both 
in  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont,  for  establishing  incorpor- 
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ated  academies,  with  or  without  invested  funds.  Hillsbor- 
ough Academy  was  incorporated  by  act  of  the  Legislature, 
in  1821.  The  first  teacher  was  Dr.  Simeon  Ingersol  Bard,  of 
Francestown,  who  had  received  his  diplomafroni Dartmouth 
the  same  year.  He  was  young,  even  boyish  in  appearance 
and  of  small  stature,  butstrong  in  mental  ability  and  schol- 
arship, which  gave  a  high  tone  to  the  new  institution.  He 
was  followed  by  Rev.  Wm.  Clark,  D.  D.,  of  Amherst,  and  a 
classmate  of  Dr.  Bard.  Rev.  Samuel  VV.  Clark  succeeded  his 
brother,  in  1823,  remaining  one  year.  The  next  principal 
was  Rev.  Jouah  Peabody,  following  whom,  in  turn,  were 
Robert  and  Solomon  H.  Reed,  brothers,  both  of  Dartmouth; 
Benj.  F.  Wallace,  Esq.,  another  teacher  of  note;  Rev.  Eph- 
raim  Taylor;  Albert  Baker,  Esq.,  and  F.  B.  Mussey. 

The  academy  was  at  first  located  in  a  brick  building  at 
the  Lower  village.  Having  at  length  done  its  work  there, 
it  reappeared  at  Hillsborough  Centre,  under  the  instruction 
of  Rev,  Elihu  Thayer  Rowe,  Dartmouth,  1840.  He  was  a 
practical  and  thorough  teacher,  but  died  in  1867.  Others 
swayed  with  credit  the  educational  sceptre  on  the  hill,  and 
the  academy  did  good  work  there  for  many  years.  In  1864, 
taking  the  name  of  Yalley  Academy,  it  reappeared  at  Hills- 
borough Bridge  as  a  private  school,  under  the  auspices  oi 
Rev.  Harry  Brickett,  assisted  by  his  wife.  There  were  then 
about  120  students. 

In  1876,  Valley  Academy  reopened  with  afall  and  spring 
term,  the  winter  and  summer  terms  being  in  the  same  build- 
ing, under  the  same  teachers,  and  known  as  theUnion  School. 
Rev.  Harry  L.  Brickett,  son  of  the  former  principal,  and  a 
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^nuliiatt'  of  Ol.t-rliii  College,  1N75.  whh  tln'ii  principal, 
aHsiHt»*(]  by  MisK  lllicii  J.  I'>ri('kptt,  a  grncJuale  of  the  same 
ooilt'ir*'.  They  taiiji:lit  four  teriiiH  a  year  from  1870  to  1H79. 
witli  the  iM'st  of  Hurcess.  In  i1h»  fall  of  1H79,  Dr.  I'rank  P. 
Newman  Ix-cainc  iiriiicipa!  with  Miss  Mai-y  I].  Whit tf  iiKjre 
anHistaiit.  Ill  1880,  Mr.  H.  F.  Hurd.  ol  i'.atcs  ("ollfge,  came 
here  as  principal  and  remained  three  yeain,  \shen  he  was 
succeeded  by  Geo.  A.  Dickey.

An  elegant  new  Hchool  building,  with  four  dejiartnients, 
waH  erected  soon  after  Mr.  Dickey  came  to  the  school.  This 
building  was  constructed  by  the  village  precinct  and  accom- 
modates all  grades  of  the  special  district.  Succeeding  Mr. 
Dickey  as  jtriiaipal  of  the  high  school,  was  Dana  (!.  Maible. 
Mr.  Marble  died  during  the  school  year,  and  his  term  was 
finished  by  II any  Lovering.  W.  S.  Scruton  was  the  next 
princij)al,  then  Elbridge  Copp,  who  remained  seven  years; 
Prof,  rrin^le.  ('has.  Tracy,  and  the  ]tr»sent  incumbent, 
Rufus  D.  liarton.  .Mr.  Tracy  was  a  superior  instructor  and 
did  excellent  work  in  the  .school.  Mr.  Iiartt)n  came  herefrom 
Windsor.  Vt.,  in  the  fall  of  11)00,  and  has  ])roven  a  faithful 
and  elhcifiit  teacher.  The  assistants  durii'g  the  present 
school  year  art-  Misses  Helen  (i.  (iilinan  ami  .Ma\  !..  Harlow. 
.Miss  .Mcl-'adden  is  j)i-iiicipai  ol  t  he  grammar  school.  A  cor]>8 
of  nine  teachers  are  em})lo\  ed  in  t  lie  vilhi^e  schot)ls.  These 
several  grades  are  attended  l»y  nearly  ■U)0  ]tupils,  a  few  of 
whom  are  tuition  students  fi'oni  the  town  district. 

In   1890,   three   new   rooms   were  added    to   the  village 
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school  building  at  a  cost  of  |5,000.  The  schools  of  Hills- 
borough Bridge  have  had  the  attention  and  care  of  many  of 
the  most  able  men  of  the  village.  Dr.  M.  H.  Felt  served  on 
the  board  for  21  years,  18  of  which  he  was  chairman,  and  to 
the  work  which  he  performed,  and  to  that  performed  by 
other  men  and  women  who  have  so  ably  served  on  the  board 
of  education,  is  due  much  of  the  success  attained  by  the  local 
schools. 


PROFESSIONAL  MEN 


LAWYERS. 


Hillsborough  has  been  from  the  first  tlie  home  oi  distin- 
guished lawyers.  Among  the  first  practitioners  v^hb  David 
Starrett,  a  native  of  Francestown,  a  graduate  of  Dart- 
mouth in  1798,  and  a  law  student  of  Hon.  Samuel  Belief 
Francestown.  He  opened  an  office  in  Hillsborough  in  ]  8o2, 
remaining  ten  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he  myste- 
riously disappeared  and  was  never  since  heard  from. 

John  Burnham  succeeded  him  in  1812.  He  was  a  Dart- 
mouth graduate,  and  had  studied  in  both  Mr.  Bell's  and 
Mr.  Starrett's  office. 

David  Steele,  born  at  Peterborough,  Sept.  30,  1787, 
graduated  at  Williams  College,  in    1810,  and  opened  an 
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oflic.'.it  Ilillsli(ii()ii-li.  !it  thf  I'.ri(l^(.  Villn^n",  in  181.'5.  He 
was  a  iisriiil  man,  hot  li  in  socirtv  and  in  t  In-  clnirih.

Hon.  Franklin  Pierce  opened  an  office  at  the  Lower  Vil- 
lage in  ls27  (see  f)(>rsonal  sketcli). 

Alhcrt  r.akcr",  a  \i'r\\'  jiojmlar'  lawxcr'.  ;iT'adnat«'d  at 
Dart  niont  li  in  ^K^4  nftt-r  whidi  lie  rrad  law  with  Hon. 
Franklin  Pierce,  and  opened  an  officf  at  Hillsborou«:h  in 
1S37. 

Other  eminent  practitioners  wlio  have  located  in  this 
town  have  been  Samuel  H.  Ayer,  who  wan  8ometimes  pitted 
against  Hon.  I'ratiklin  Pierce  at  the  haf.  (i('oi'<:e  F)aistow, 
a  native  of  Haverhill,  a  man  of  p:ood  mind  and  ycliolarnhip, 
who  succeeded  ratlier  as  a  man  of  letters  than  as  a  hiwver. 
Francis  IJ.  Peabody,  who  remained  birt  a  short  time.  Fran- 
cis N.  lUood,  a  Hillsboronti-h  boy.  had  anofficeat  the  Lower 
Villn^'e.  He  was  a  <;ood  lawyer- and  an  irpriizht  andhoirora- 
ble  man. 

Hon.  .lames  F.  Prifrgs,  of  English  j)arentage,  an  ex- 
member  of  Congn'ss,  ])racticed  at  the  Bridge  for  several 
jeufs,  unt  11  lii.s  rTinoxal  to  .Marrchcster.  ('has.  A.  Ilar'tiden 
succeeeded  Fs(j,  Blood. 

Br'ooks  K.  Webber  succeeded  Fs(|.  Briggs  and  was  a 
popular  and  sui-cessfnl  practitioner  here  for  many  years.  A 
li,  Spauldirig,  of  Lyndeborongh,  began  to  practice  here  the 
latter  part  of  1870,    r-einaining  l)Ul    two  years.     Willis  G. 
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Buxton  studied  law  with  Brooks  K.  Webber  and  in  the  Bos- 
ton Law  School. 

Samuel  W.  Holman,  now  a  judge  of  the  police  court,  has 
been  in  practice  here  for  a  long  period  of  years,  he  studied 
law  with  Hon.  Mason  Tappau,  of  Bradford,  Attorney-Gen- 
eral of  New  Hampshire. 

Col.  Frank  H.  and  Kirk  D.  Pierce,  brothers,  located  at 
the  Lower  Village.  The  former  received  a  United  States  ap- 
pointment and  left  the  town.  Kirk  D.  has  become  one  of 
the  leading  advocates  of  the  state,  and  remains  a  valued 
citizen  of  Hillsborough.  J.  Millard  Newman,  son  of  James 
Newman,  removed  to  Chicago.  Wm.  M.  Holman,  a  Boston 
University  graduate,  opened  an  office  at  the  Bridge  Village 
in  August,  1900,  and  J.  M.  Barton  opened  an  office  about 
one  year  ago. 

PHYSICIANS. 

The  number  of  men  who  have  commenced  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  this  town  may  almost  be  called  legion.  Pre- 
vious to  1840  there  were  eleven,  as  follows:  William  Little, 
Joseph  Monroe,  Benj.  Stearns,  Joshua  Crain,  Luther  Smith, 
Reuben  Hatch,  Mason  Hatch,  Thomas  Preston,  Simeon  In- 
gersol  Bard,  Nahum  P.  Foster,  and  Abraham  H.  Robinson. 
Many  of  these  deserve  special  mention  for  their  ability  and 
skill  in  their  profession,  but  our  limited  space  forbids. 

In  1841  Abel  C.  Burnham  opened  his  office  at  the  Center 
but  soon  removed  to  the  Bridge,  where  he  practiced  for 
nearly  half  a  centur^^  with  unswerving  success. 

Dr.  John  Goodell  succeeded  Dr.  Hatch  in  1859,  since

Dr.  W.  W.  Grif- 
fiths came  aliont  ten  years  ago,  died  in  11M)4.  Dr.  W.  P. 
(Jrinies,  a  native  of  Flilisboroufih,  is  a  successful  practi- 
tioner. Dr.  1'..  D.  Peaslee  is  an  eye  specialist  and  practi- 
tioner. Di-.  \\.  11.  .\bl)ott  i-aine  here  from  r.ra(lft)i(l  about 
one  year  ago.

Hillsborough  has  been  distinguished  for  practitioners  in 
the  art  of  dental  surgery  Drs.  S.  P>all,  Frank  P  Tarey,  and 
Di-.  W'liittlc.  were  all  successful  pi'act  it  ioneis  in  this  line. 
Di'.  I'rank  P.  Newman  and  Dr.  S.  ().  liowcrs  lia\e  »'ai'l)  been 
in  pi'actice  foi- many  yeai's.  Dr.  Illjiin  M.  lW)uers,  son  of 
S.  ().  I'owers,  is  now  practicing  in  his  father's  otlice. 
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THE  PIERCE  FAMILY 

The  name  of  Benjamin  Pierce,  an  honored  Governor  of 
New  Hampshire  of  the  olden  tinie  isfamiliar  to  all  readers  of 
history.  He  was  born  in  Chelmsford,  Mass.,  Dec  25,  1757. 
His  father  (Benjamin)  died  when  this  son  was  but  six  years 
old.  Benjamin  Jr.,  was  brought  up  by  his  uncle,  Eobert 
Pierce,  of  Chelmsford,  to  work  on  a  farm,  and  when  the  news 
of  the  battle  of  Lexington  came  he  left  the  field  where  he  was 
plowing,  took  his  uncle's  gun  and  started  for  the  scene.  His 
military  record  is  one  to  do  credit  to  any  man.  At  the  close 
of  the  war  he  had  received  a  lieutenant's  commission.  He 
removed  to  Hillsborough,  after  the  return  of  peace  in 
the  thirtieth  year  of  his  age.  He  was  soon  appointed  briga- 
dier-major by  the  Governor.  In  1789,  he  was  chosen  to 
represent  Hillsborough  and  Henniker  in  the  Legislature,  and 
served  in  that  capacity  for  thirteen  years  successively.  In 
1803, General  Pierce  was  chosen  one  of  the  Governor's  Coun- 
cil, continuing  in  that  capacity  for  five  years.  He  filled 
other  high  public  offices,  and  in  1827  was  elected  Governor 
of  the  State,  and  was  re-elected  two  years  later.  He  remained 
in  public  service  until  his  death,  April  1,  1839,  at  the  age  of 
eighty-one  years,  during  fifty-five  years  of  which  he  had  been 
constantly  employed  in  some  public  ofiice.  This  tribute  we 
find  paid  to  his  memory:  "He  was  patriotic,  brave,  noble- 
minded  and  charitable;  a  benefactor  to  his  country  and  a 
blessing  to  his  State  and  society." 

Such,  in  brief,  was  the  life  of  the  father  of  Hon.  Franklin 
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Pierc*'.  TIh'  (lovnuor  wms  twice  inairitd,  iho}ii>t  time  in 
17n7.  his  wil'f  li\iii^-  Init  n  lit  tie  oxci- a  vt-ai-.  and  ^^ave  birth 
to  Hlizahcth  A.,  who  married  General  .lohii  .McNfil,  the  hero 
of  Luiiilay'n  Lane.  He  next  inarrit-fl  Aiina.daii^htfr of  Ben- 
jamin Kfii  irick,  of  Andierst,  in  IT'S'.i.  Thry  lived  in  married 
lift'  lifty-oiif  years.  She  was  the  mot  her  of  ei^lit  children, 
amon^'  wlioni  were  Nancy,  the  wife  of  Uen.  Solomon  McNeil; 
Hon.  Franklin  I'ierce,  and  Hairy  Dearborn  I'ierce,  the  father 
of  Col.  Tranklin  11.  and  Kiik  i). 

Fniiikli/i  I'ierce  was  born  at  HilKsborongli,  N.  11.,  Nov. 
23,  1  N()4.  His  early  yonth  exhibited  great  mental  promise 
and  he  attended  the  schools  of  Hancock.  Francestown  and 
Exeter,  and  in  18l!(),  entered  Bowdoin  Collefre.  Here  he 
graduated  four  years  later-  in  the  famous  class  of  1824. 

He  spent  tiie  thi-ee  follow  ing  years  in  the  study  oi  law  at 
North  llani|jton,  Mass.,  and  at  Amherst.  In  1827,  he  was 
ad Miitted  to  the  bar  and  opened  his  otiice  in  his  native  town, 
where  his  success  was  seemingly  ])henomneal,  but  largely 
because  his a])plication  wasequal  to  hisability.  Heespoused 
the  cause  of  Democracy  with  great  /cal.  He  was  chosen  to 
represent  Hillsborough  in  the  Legislature  for  five  years,  the 
last  two  of  which  (1832  and  1833)  he  was  Speaker  of  the 
Hou.se.  During-  his  second  year  as  Speaker,  being  t  hen  in  his 
twenty-iunt  li  \ear\  he  was  (»lected  to  represent  his  native 
(listiict  in  t  hf  r.  S.  Congress,  and  i  II  1n-".7,  lie  w  as  clioseir  U. 
S.  Senator'.  1  Ic  resigrred  in  1  s  1  2  and  came  home  to  Concord 
and  resumed  his  pr-ofession  as  a  lawyer-.  He  declined  several 
high  otiiees,  including  the  nomination  I'oi-  (lovernor,  and  a 
Heat  in  I'r-esident  Polk's  (.'abini-t .     His  rapid  rise  in  the  legal 
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profession  and  in  politics  was  due,  not  to  any  underhand 
action,  but  by  a  firm  adherance  to  political  principles,  elo- 
quence in  debate,  capacity  for  public  business,  uniform  cour- 
tesy, and  an  exhibition  of  frankness  and  manliness  of  charac- 
ter. 

When  the  Mexican  War  broke  out  in  1847,  Mr.  Pierce 
was  among  the  first  to  enlist  as  a  private  soldier,  but  was 
soon  commissioned  brigadier-general.  He  led  his  gallant 
forces  at  Coutreras,  Cherubusco,  Molino,  and  Chapultepec, 
sharing  with  them  the  honors  of  victory.  He  was  received 
with  great  honors  upon  his  return  to  New  Hampshire,  being 
presented  with  a  splendid  sword  by  the  State  Legislature. 
After  his  return  he  resumed  the  practice  of  law.  In  1852, 
the  N.  H.  State  Democratic  Convention  recommended  him  as 
a  candidate  for  the  presidency,  but  he  declined  to  allow  his 
name  to  be  used  in  that  relation.  However,  the  National 
Democratic  Convention,  which  met  in  Baltimore  in  June, 
1852,  after  forty -nine  ballots,  gave  him  the  nomination  by  a 
vote  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-two  against  eleven. 

His  name  aroused  great  enthusiasm  and  he  was  elected 
over  General  Scott,  the  whig  candidate,  receiving  254  elec- 
tral  votes,  against  42  for  Scott. 

President  Pierce  was  inaugurated  at  Washington, March 
4,  1853,  in  the  forty-ninth  year  of  his  age.  Concerning  his 
adminstratioD  we  will  not  speak  here. 

On  retiring  from  the  Presidency,  he  visited  Europe, being 
everywhere  received  with  maiked  attention  and  respect. 
President  Pierce  died  childless.  His  wife  was  Mary  A.  Apple- 
ton,  who  gave  him  two  sons,  Benjamin  and  Frank,  the  lat- 
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tcr  (litMi  when  but  a  child,  and  lU'tiifiiiiin  wuh  killed  in  a  rail- 
road accident  near  An<lover,  MaHH.,  soon  after  his  father's 
election  as  president.  Mrs.  Tierce  died  in  180'^and  Presi- 
dent IMerce  parsed  away  (X't.  0,  IbO'J.  The  family  lie  buried 
in  Concord. 

Mr.  Kirk  I>.  PiiTce's  home  is  located  at  Hillsborough 
Lower  Villa«2;e  an<i  is  famous  for  its  paintings,  books  and 
bric-a-brac  that  have  descended  to  him  through  a  long  line 
of  distinguished  ancestry,  as  well  as  for  the  hospitable  and 
courteous  treatment,  which  all  iiis  guests  receive. 

Mr.  Pierce  has  maintained  the  reputation  of  his  family 
in  the  legal  line,  having  been  intrusted  with  several  very 
important  cases,  which  he  has  handled  successfully.  He 
has  the  reputation  of  being  a  very  eloquent  speaker. 


HILLSBOROUGH  BRIDGE  VILLAGE  FIRE 
PRECINCT. 

Hillsborough  Bridge  Village  Fire  Precinct  was  estab- 
lished .Iiiiie  2G,  188(j,  for  the  j>urpose  of  installing  and  niain- 
taiidng  an  efficient  fire  department,  and  other  village  im- 
provements. The  first  meeting  was  presided  over  by  M.  H. 
Felt,  and  1\  \\.  .Merrill  was  chosen  clerk  which  office  he  has 
continued  lo  hold.  Thi-ee  liie  wards,  ii(»w  teinied  "com- 
missioners," were    chosen  as    follows:    I]dN\in  H.  Morse,  R. 
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Childs,  and  L.  W.  Gallond.  The  present  board  of  commiBsi- 
oners  consists  of  Hiram  J.  Page,  A.  J.  Van  Dommele  and 
James  Sullivan  (deceased).    Wm.  0.  Story  is  treasurer. 

The  excellent  system  of  water  works  was  installed  by 
Goodhue  &  Bernie,  ol  Springfield,  Mass. ;  and  was  purchased  by 
the  precinct  Jan.  1,  1897,  and  a  board  of  water  commissi- 
oners instituted  by  special  act  ol  legislature,  Feb.  23,  1897. 
The  report  of  Feb.  15,  1904,  shows  there  were  then  40  hyd- 
rants in  the  village,  and  351  service  connections.  Com- 
missioners are  elected  to  serve  five  years  each,  one  being 
elected  each  year.  The  present  board  consists  of  W.  O. 
Story,  (terra  expires  1909),  I.  H.  Baker,  (1908),  J.  B.  Smith 
(1907),  Geo.  E.  Wyman  (1906),  and  Chas.  A.  Jones  (1905) ; 
J.  B.Smith,  Chairman  ;  W.  O.  Story,  Supt.  Water  is  brought 
from  Loon  Pond,  situated  at  the  center  of  the  town,  to  a 
reservoir  located  on  Bible  Hill  for  reducing  the  pressure 
which  is  now  80  pounds,  producing  a  power  sufficient  to 
furnish  protection  to  the  highest  buildings  in  the  village  dis- 
trict. 


HILLSBOROUGH  ELECTRIC  LIGHT  & 
POWER  CO. 

Hillsborough  Electric  Light  &  Power  Co.  was  incorpor- 
ated daring  the  year  1894,  and  started  operations  December 
1.  of  that  year,  Lights  were  put  in  at  the  Bridge  village, 
and  at  flenniker  at  this  time  but  the  line  was  not  extended 
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to  the  louf'p  villaLi't'  iiFitil  two  (;r  three  yparH  later.  The 
j)ow«'r-hoiise  is  sit  iiiitrd  on  i  hr  ("outoocook  river  about  mid- 
way between  the  Bridge  and  Menniker  villa<:P,  just  over  the 
line  into  Henniker  iind  is  under  tlie  rare  of  H.  J.  Smith,  Elec. 
Vj]\<x.  Tlie  j)ower  at  the  falls  liere  is  sufficient  to  produce 
niiicli  more  power  than  is  now  Ix'ing  used  for  lighting  pur- 
poseH.  Thiw  plant  is  the  proj)erty  of  a  faivate  company, 
among  the  princi|)al  stockholders  of  which,  at  the  time  of 
organization,  were  Col.  James  V.  (J rimes,  Henry  Emerson, 
Dr.  John  Goodell,  D.  11.  (loodeil.  W.  I).  Forsaith,  Harvey 
Jones,  J.S.  P.iitJer,  11.  C.  Colby,  ami  ('..  \V.  Lincoln.  The 
officerH  of  the  company  at  the  present  time  are  Dr.  \V.  P. 
Grimes,  I'ree.  and  Treas, ;  Dr.  John  Goodell,  Vice  Pres. :  and 
W.  D.  Forsaith,  Clerk, 


THE  FULLER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

.Mark  I'liller,  at  his  death,  h'ft  in  his  will  the  sum  of 
f2,0()U  for  the  use  of  a  free  libraiy  in  Ilillsborouiih,  on  con- 
dition that  enough  of  the  intei'est  be  used  to  keep  in  repair 
the  family  burial  lot  in  the  cemet<Ty  between  the  Lower  and 
tin-  rppt'r  \illages.  Thf  board  of  trustees  was  to  consist  of 
the  Itoard  of  select nien,  ex-oflicio,  together  with  two  other 
memliers,  Organization  was  soon  after  nuide.  a  number  of 
books  purchased,  and  a  lihrary  room  fitted  up  Willis  G. 
I'.u.xtoii  was  appointed  lihrarian.  Mrs.  I'uiler,  at  her  death, 
made  a  substantial  addition  to  the  amount  left  bv  her  hus- 
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band,  but  so  far  no  liberal  minded  man  or  woman  has  pre- 
sented the  town  with  a  suitable  library  building.  The 
library  is  located  in  Butler's  Block,  on  School  Street.  There 
are  in  the  library  at  the  present  time  about  4500  volumes, 
comprising  a  very  good  assortment  of  fiction,  and  some 
good  works  of  reference.  Mrs.  Herman  G.  Brown  is  libra- 
rian.
